A meeling of the stockholders of the Pon-
ple's Bank of Charleston was held Lhis day in
the hall of the Bank of Charleston Fullding.

Mr, James Gibbes called the mec ting Lo or-
der, and moved that My, George ... Trenholm
be requested to preside, which was seconded
and adopted.

Mr. James Gibbes then mnoved that the chalr-
man appolnl a secrotary for tho meeting and o
commitlee on proxies; which was ngreed Lo.

The olmlrl}mn then appointed Mr. B, Grim-

7T ballsverclary, and Messrs. Joseph T. DI and

P. P. Lockn commitive Lo verlfy proxies.

The chalrman then declaved the meclng
rendy for business, .

Mr. Jomes B, Gibbes then resd his voport as
prosidont of the bank.

Mr. Yeadon tien moved that the report boe
reccived and approved, and that the thanks of
the meoting be returned to the president,
cashier and directors, for the able and satlsfue-
tory manner in which they have conducled
the financial affalrs of the bank; which wos
adoptad.

Mr, R, 8. Bruna then offered the following
resolution, which was adopted :

The Board of Dircclors of the People's Bank

" of Bonth Carolina, on this oeccasion of their

second general mecting ef stockholdera sinco

the termination of tho war, submit for thelr

conelderation o detalled etatement of thelr

manngement of this bank since its suspension
of businoss, anid of its present condillon,

The advent ol pence, nccompanied as IL waa
by the destruetion of Lthe currency In unlyerenl
use, and the ruin of the agrienltural and com-
moerelal interests of the Blate, found the bank
in an almost lopeless condition. Its asscts
had been invested In Btate and pnilic securi-
tieg, In sharea of the grent corporations of the
conntry, and In discounted paper, and these
were ull affected by the common ruln. Euarly
in the year 1865, D. L. McKay, our late prest-
denl, to whose efMiclent management tho bank
had, In o lnrgoe measire, been Indebted for its
formor progperity, came to this city, and be-

. ®an at onco to examine the wreok and to geo
what could be saved. Ie ealled to his ald
those of Lthe dircclors who wero then In the
olty, and we soon fovk such mensures as tho
immediate emergency requived. At that time
there was but little money In our cominunily,
and no bank Banaiblo  of
the pressing necd, and anxlous to afford to our
peoplo such ald a8 was in Lhelr power, the
board determined to open the bank, and with
the little capital at thelr commund, to make an
effort, to relleve the wants of our commerce,

Thls actlon was approved by the stockhold-
ora ot theilr meeting in June, 1805.

On the 20 of June, 1865, our booke ware
opencd, and from thut day untll the 1st ol
November cnsulng, the bank transncted busi-
ness, The advantage flowlng to the commu-
nity from tho course thus pursucd 18 o part of
the history of the perlod. Dut. it will alwnys
be g source of pride and congratulation ‘to us,
that even in this erippled condiion our bank
was enabled to contribute gomewhat to the re-
vival of our commmeorce, and to its rostoration

OF there asgetano vl wan paying any Mivi-
dend,  [ts diseount notes could not be col-
lected beenuke of the nbsolule dearth of mo-
ney,  The Wils in elrenlatlon, which lnd been
redueed dariog the dirs=L few months of the
war (o the smll st cemparatively  of
100,000, lud boen inereszed by the call of the
Confederule Government Lo, the luvge s of
F4600,000,

These bills were scattered over every part
uf the connlry, minl goon becama the obijeet ol
Invge wnd eager speeulation,  They rose mmpld-
Ay In o vadue, were bronghit forwind  constaatly,
and dally presented for redemption, andl os
this, in the depreszcid condition of the bank,
wil Tmpossible; suits were threatenesd, and
avery means u-cd to foree n settloment,

In the mengihme the board, exerveising o
vlghd economy, hel redvecd the expenses of
the bank to the lowest possible limil. Only
three officers—the prosident, cashiler and soll-
eltor—waere kept on duty, and the salaries
were largely diminished.  The nssels woere
nursed, every opportunity for the parchase of
the bills at the lowest yates wias embracoed,
and goon a marked diminution in the out-
standing cireulation was effected.  They com-
munded high rmtes in the moarket, and thelr
advanee In price was mueh greater than shown
in the bonds aml slocks which formed so Inrge
o pert of our asselss

Sensible of (his, and satisftod (ot although
onr stocks wouli ultimately bring very high
prices, yel s salo of them at that time woual
Involve n rainons sacriftee, ad possibly bring
on the Insolveney of the banli, the board eon-
celved the projeet of selling the real estate
owned by the bank.  This, after great delibe-
ration and fll discusslon, and aller many and
free eonferences with the soiicilor of the bank,
was effected for $16,000 cosi, and the proceeds
Al omce Invested inone Bills, at o lnrge di=
count.  The Wil-kolders being sl pressing in
thoir demands, amd suits having been actuatly
commenced, looking o the payment of (he
funds of the bank Into courl, the appointment
of a receiver and the forced aale of the ussels,
with distribution among creditors, (he bonwal
Inglrueted the sollcitor of the Lank to make
application to the Court, of Equlty for Instroe-
tions upon the many embarvassing questions
presented for their declston, and for an hijane-
tion agalnkl all ereditors suchnge thelr elalms
Inw. Fhis mensure was compielely sneeesal,
and aonerked sdvaniage wos olitalne:d as weli
in the settlement of clalms oezalngt the bank,
and the more slow anid profitable disposition
of Its nusels,

The death of enr presidont, D, 1. Meiuy,
daprived us of his valuable aid and finaucial
alilitles.  Dedintely upon Bls death, an
the election of (he present president, e
efforts o reduce the satstanding elrealation
were renewed, and o policy of more rapil
liquidation ol the eirentation was inangnrated.

Tho Iegisiature, ai its Inst sosslon, passed
an act lo enable the banks of this Btate to ro-
Aume buslness, or Lo place them In Nquldation,
By thie first section of this net it is provided
that all banks Incorporated Ly this Biate,
whieh shall continue refusing to pay its bllla
afler 1st December, 1869, shall forfelt all cor-
porate rights and privileges, and forbidden to
transact any business os banking corporations,

The second fectlon provides that, In ease of
*ach refusal, the banks so refusing shall be
put In the hands of o recelver, to be appointed
by the judgesf the clrouit tn which the bank
is gituated. Bul that if any of them agree to
redéem their bills, thuy rhall notify the Comp-
troller-General of thelr ngreement so to do.

The fourth scction provides that any of the
banks redeoming thelr bills, and aro able to
redeem thom, and have remalning in thelr
poascsslon nsects of the market value of
$60,000, may resumo business os a banking
corporation,

ocemrring during the past summer, to which
It 18 proposed to Invite your espeelal attention.
It 18 well known that tho Cheraw and Coal-
fields Ratiroad Company, which, by an amend-
ment of their charter at the Iast sesslon of the
Legislature, was converted inio the Cheraw
and Salisbury Rallroad Company, own four
thousand und thirteen (4013) shares of the
slock of this company—more than a majority
of the whole number. In August lust Mujor
B. D. Townsond, acting a3 presidont of the
Cheraw and 8alisbury Rallroad Company, un-
dertook to sell this stock to  Mossrs,
Walters & Newcomer, of Ballimore, who are
underitood to be very largely Interested in
the Wilmington and Weldon and the Wilming-
ton and Manchester Rallronds. Boon after
this agreement for sale wns made, which,
however, was without any notice to the pubile
thot thie stoekk waa In market for sale, M,
Towneend and Mr. Bridgers, (the lattor as
ngent of Messrs, Wallers & Newcomer,)
called upon the officers of thls company, and
degired to kuow whether the proper transfer
of thla ¢ mk would be made upon the books of
this company. Tho president replled that he
could not make such transfer, because he had
recelved from counsel representing a mnjority
of the stockholdors of the Cheraw and Bnlls-
bury Rallrond Company a formal protest
agnlost such Lransfer, togethor with a notlce
that, ns soon ns practieable, legal pro-
ceedings  would  be  Instituted to et
naide such agreemoent for the sale of the
elock. Accordingly, wwon therearter an oppil-
cation In the namo of o large number of stock-
holdors of the Chera'w and Sallsbury Raflrond
Company was made for loave to flle an Informa-
tion In the nature of a writ of quo warranto
ngnlnat B. D. Tawnsend, claiming to be presi-
dent, and othors, elniming to Lo directora of
the Cheraw and Sallsbury Rallrond Company,
the object of which waa to test the valldily
of the titlo by which {hoso persons elalinod
to hold their respective ofMces, and therely
to tesl the valldity of tho agreecment .for the
sale of the sald stock. Ponding this caso, an
applieation was made by Mr. 13, D, Townsend,
for n mandamus to compel the president and
tronsurer of this company to tranafor (he
stock to Meayra, Wallors & Newcomer ;
which, however, was amcndod during the
progress of the case no uws to make Mesara,
Wallors - & Newcomor  Joint  applicants,
These oficers, belleving 1L to bo thelr duty
ng oilicera of thla company, us well na their
duly to the stockholders of the Choraw and
Balisbury Rallrond Company, to hold thoir
hand at least uitll tho logal rishis of the par-
